TOKIO WORRIED BY 
SITUATION AT SHANGHAI 
(BY CABLE—EXCOEUSIVE DISPATCH) 

TOKIO, June 3.—The situation in 
Shangha! is regarded with deepest 
concern by Japanese, who are well 
informed upon recent political de- 
velopments in China. The killing 
of students is especially deprecated. 
Indeed, any resort to violence upon 
the part of foreigners, especially 
Japanese, is almost certain to react 
calamitously. 

The student body of China cannot 
be compared with tha® class in 
the West or even in Japan. They 
exercise enormous influence in all 
political and commercial centers 
and may be regarded as a real 
force. For many months tbis ele- 
ment has been fed upon a new ver- 
sion of the doctrine of China for 
the Chinese. 

Telegrams from Shanghai and 
Tsing-tao today are discquraging.

Experts to Study American 
Methods in Fields 


Delegation Will Come Here 
to See Operations

MEXICO CITY, June 3. — 
Though there exist no relations be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
ela, the first real commercial bene-

The soviet legation states this 
group is the fret of Russian trade 
envoys who will investgate produc- 
tion of many much-needed raw-ma- 
terials which Mexico produces, and 
which so far are chiefly American 
controlled, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing direct contact with pro- 
ducers here and avoid buying 
through Liverpool and Hamburg 
middlemen who, 60 far have been 


supply Russia with such prod- 
ucts ag oll machinery, chicle, hemp, 
cotton, castor beans and other 


Mexican products. 

The legation states that the Rus- 
sian oll indust has reached its 
prewar level and that Russia now 
seeks to place its ou industry on 
a par with the most advanced 
production methods employed in 
the United States, and by Amert- 
can oll interests In Mexican fields.

SAVE LIVES 


Use Pulmotor in Effort to 
Revive Women Victims of 
Heart Attacks

LONG BEACH, June 3.—The fire 
department pulmotor squad, aiding 
police and physicians, battled 
strenuously today to save the lives 
of two women, ome an asserted 
attempt at suicide, and the other 
a victim of heart failure, according 
to physicians, the latter died. 

Breaking down the door of an 
apartment at 700 Santa Cruz ave- 
nue, shortly before 9 o'clock, po- 
lice found a woman who had reg- 
istered the night before as Mrs. 
Mary Davis of Topeka, Kan. She 
was thought to be dead, but a 
slight movement of one foot caused 
police to call physicians and the 
fire department pulmotor squad, 
after they had called an under- 
taker.

The answer was 
pertinent: “There are certain things in 
this country which are permitted to Brit- 
ish nationals, but the government has de- 
cided not to permit foreignérs to come here 
and do them.” 

In the beginning of the present century 
Tolstoi and Kropotkin expressed their full 
faith in humanity’s fundamental gvodness. 
Both were opposed to criminal law, the for- 
mer standing on the gospels, 
unconditional liberty or anarchy for the 
salvation of mankind. Kropotkin believed 
that absolute freedom from human restraint 
would inevitably lead to happier days when 
friction of human action with law would 
ceage for the absence of law. Could they 
only lift their eyes to witness what Russia 


is today, steeped in lawlessness, they would 


find the Utopia of their dreams turned into 
Dante’s “Inferno.” Their great faith that 
human nature was good intrinsically, in 
spite of the many individual cases which 
contradicted, their confidence would be 
shaken to its foundations, now the experi- 
ment has been made on a national scale. 
The English Secretary's stand should be 
followed by all nations in their home-office 
policy. Bubonic plague, smallpox and all 
fatal epidemics are only successfully coun- 
teracted by a rigid adherence to strict se 
questration regulations. If such is the case 
in dangers of physical contact, how much 
stronger is the necessity to restrain conta- 
gion in the presence of a mental disease 
which has destroyed a country as vast as 
Russia? — 
TITEMPTED SUICIDES 
There have been several attempted 
suicides lately. ebody started the fad 
by attempting his life four times and suc- 


ceeding much better than he could have 


hoped—getting only a few scratches and 
half a column, with art. His success nat- 
urally has inspired imitators, and unless we 
do something to remind the attempted sui- 
ciders how silly they look to the public at 
large some one of them may accidentaily 
actually kill himself. 

Generally speaking, attempted suicides 
are the bunk and everybody knows they 
are. Every one of us knows that if he set 
out to take his own life and was deter- 
mined to do it there wouldn't be any fail- 
ure about the attempt. He wouldn't, in the 
first place, seek out a place where his at- 
tempt would be most likely to attract at- 
tention and be frustrated. If he feared his 
hand would shake he wouldn't fool with 
firearms, but would take something internal 
andample. He wouldn’t make a grand-stand 
play of it, but would wind up his existence 
in some spot where he wouldn't be found 
for days, if found at all. 2 

The avetage attempted suicide is either 
a “plant,” purely inspired by a desire for 
publicity or to alarm some one else or else 
is the result of cowardice which at the last 
moment overwhelmed the “romantic” desire 
to end it all.

Canadian Army Hero, Son 
of Civil War Veteran, Wins 
Bail at Ellis Island

NEW YORK, June 3-—By an 


order from Judge Learned Hand 
of the United States Court of Ap- 
Deals, Omar Macklem, known as 
the man without a country, wag 


released from Ellis Island today 
and enjoyed freedom for the first 
time in ten and one-half months. 

According to Macklem, the most 
serious thing against him has been 
that after he joined the Canadian 
army, an eye and one side of his 
face were blown off by a German 
shell. He was granted medals, in- 
cluding the Croix De Guerre and 
Legion of Horor, but when he 
came back to his native United 
States he was classed as an alien 
and, as such, has been held on 
Eilts Island since July 26, last. 
| When the immigration officials 
| were about to deport Macklem to 
| Canada, despite his claim that his 
, Sreat-grandfather was a brigadier 
with George Washington, that his 
own father won five medals in the 
Civil War, and that he * himself 
was born tn Adrian. Mich., he ob- 
tained a writ of habeas corpus. 

The authorities maintained that 
Macklem had sworn allegiance to 
King George. This he admitted, 
but claimed he had sworn fealty 
to the United States when be be- 
came a recruiting officer for the 
marines.

United Church of Canede 
Pill Absorb Three 
Merger Includes Largest 
Protestant Bodies 
Presbyterians Name Leader 
for Coming Ceremony 


(EXCLUSIVE pDisPaTts) 

TORONTO (Ont.) June 3.—The 
opening scenes of the drama of the 
disappearance for three of the 
largest Protestant churches in the 
Dominion opened in this city to- 
day with the assembling of the 
fiftty-firet and the last neral as- 
pry of the Presbyt Church 
0 a. 

The assembly of Presbyterian 
delegates from every Prevince of 
the country tonight elected «a 
moderator—he will be the titular 
head of his church for seven days. 

Dr. George Pidgeon, the leader 
of the wing of the Presbyterian 
Church which has been fighting to 
take that body into the new United 


the moderator wlio will lead his 
people into the new communion 
with the Methodist and Congrega- 
tional churches on the 10th inst, 


FINAL DISSOLUTION 


Dr. Pidgeon win not take with 
him the entire body of Presby- 
terlans in Canada when the union 
is consummated. At least 25 per 
cent of the congregations and 40 
per cent of the membership will 
carry on the Presbyterian Church. 
The representatives of important 
minorities are sitting in the pres- 
ent assembly, but will depart to 
continue their organizations sepa- 
rately immediately the motion to 
consummate the union comes be- 
fore that body. 3 

The Toronto Methodist confer- 
ence opened today also and the 
union of Congregationalist church- 
es is gathering its delegates in 
preparation for the final dissolution 
of those two churches and 
great ceremony which will be held 
on the 10th inst to mark the unit- 
ing of the three bodies. 

The synod of the Anglican dio- 
cese of Toronto also is in session 
here and a motion to send greet- 
ings and congratulations to the 
Presbyterian Assembly was the 
cause of a stormy outburst which 
scattered in no seemly fashion the 
sedate air of the synodical delib- 
erations. 

STORM OF PROTEST | 

The authority of Bishop Sweeney 
was not sufficient to allay the storm 
of protest from delegates who pro- 
fess to see danger in the coming 
union by the creatfon of a great 
religio-political force. The reso- 
lution was lost. : 

Toronto is full of clerical dele- 
gations and intense interest is be- 
ing shown in the proceedings now 
under way. It is not anticipated 
that the breaking up of the three 
old churches and the formation of 
the new body will be accomplished 
without a bitter struggle and dra- 
rnatic clashes.
